There is not so 
much as a cabbage or a salad to be 
seen; and men sit down to a l''rench 
• breakfast table provided with no other 
vegetables but potatoes, and no dessert 
but cocoa-nuts and almonds. As to 
flowers there are none. Fires are con- 

'Stan tly occurring and there is no water 
to put them Out. .-\s many as 51 cot 
tages were burned down lately in one 
village. The waters of the Saoiie are 
lower than tliey ha'.e ever been seen 
within living memory, and, although far 

•from good^for drinking, the inhabi- 
tants are reduced to have recourse to 
them. 

The Golos was recently .suspended in 
Sb. Petersburg for articles rellecting on 
sQeneralifirnoth's mission to Bulgaria.

To Tin; J-"|)itok: — The invention of 
the Ijreech-loatling rillo has placed in 
the hands of the hunter a most deadly 
weapon for the destruction of game. 
.Vrmed with the Henry rifle he sallies 
forth into the forest and wherever he 
iliscovers a Ijand of doer so rapid is his 
firiii'.; that but few eseane his unerring 
aim. t)f late year.-i it has become a 
sourci,' of profit to hunt the deer for bis 
hide ami llesh; besides, it aflbrds the 
hunter much sport and manly o-xercise 
to stalk him through the mountains 
and valleys, and gives him practice as 
a niarksmnn to hit his game at any 
range, whether it is standing still or 
moving as fast as the wind. 'J'liis is 
ipiite legitimate ■work from the lOth 
tiay of August to the 10th day of Janu- 
ary, and might be considered honorable 
work as long as the hunter consumes 
the venison himself or disposes of it in 
the market. Hut the point to which I 
wish to call the attention of the peo[)h?- 
is that there is a most wanton destriic 
tioiiof deer at" any season of the year 
bv unjirincipleu hunters, for the .sole 
purjioHi^ of procuring their skins for 
sale and leaving their carca.sses to rot 
where they fail, in the v.aHeys and fui 
the mountain slopes of the interior. 
This is a most wasteful practici! and 
shouhl be prevented at all seasons by 
legislative enactmont. If this practice 
Ije continued, it will in a. few years ex- 
terminate the ileer in the distrii'ts sur 
rounding \'ictoria. 

The hunters who rec-ently visited 
l.cech river and Kennedy flats ]iackcd 
oil' nineteen deerskins, but left the 
liodie-s where they were shot down 
in the woods. Some of them were 
noble bucks. 

I have been informed by .several per 
suns that two hunters in Sooke district 
tluring last Hpring slaughtered not less 
than two hundred deer on the Sooke 
liilLs^ for the hides alone, leaving their 
carcasses scattered though the woods.

; W'o hiivo never ubamlujiod tho liopo 
thut tho Esquimiilt and Nanaimo railway 

■ would bo built in time to catch tho flood 
; nf ialaud jirospority. The country tlirough 

wliioh tho railway is to run is allogod to 
be rich in various ininoraLi, particularly 
ill co:il, wliich has been sonioivliat exton- 
aively worked. And though tlio govern- 
ment was compelled tu d'>i-lino to under- 
take tho work as a purely national under- 
taking, wo said some uumtliH ago that the 
government had by im inoaTia abandoned 
tho hope of seeing it si)eedily built. Tlie 
coat of tho road has l)oen variously esti- 
mated ivt from 8-1,000,000 to §2,500,000, 
tho distance! being about C8 miles. Mr. 
DeCosmos estimates that between Esqui- 
inalt and Nanatino there are 200 miles (?) of 
good coal fields, which slipuld bo worth 
at least §10,000,000, or four times his 
iiatiinnte of the cost of the road. And he 
is conviiicuil that tliis section will at least 
1)6, aa the (irit organ .saitl of the Yalo- 
Knmloops line, "a paying lino from tlie 
iirBt," inasmuch as tho coal traflic, passen 
gers, lumber, and general freight would 
give it a largo revenue compared with its 
estimated small cost. The local govern- 
ment have Ijcen llirealcnin^ in alietiale 
the lands hitherto reserved aa a subsidy 
for tho. building of this section. -As our 
readers Icnow, tho Esquimalt aiul Nanai- 
mo railjvay, was part of the Carnarvon bar- 
gain with British Columbia. The bill for 
the carrying out of the arrangement witli 
Lord Carnarvon to build tho road was de- 
feated in the Scnuto in ISTO liy tho in- 
tlucnco of Mr. Hlake, again.st tlie wishes 
iif Mr. Maclicnzie. So long a.s Bute Inlet 

, roiiiained tho probable western terminus 
of tho road, tho building of tho Esquimalt 
and Nanaimo railway vvaa part of the Pa- 
cific railway scheme. But when in 1878 
Mr. Mackenzie abandoned Hute Inlet and 
adopted Burrard Inlet as tho western ter- 
minus, the building of the Island railway 

" C^uiod toTje iin object of national concern. 
Being still unaware of the exact terms of 
the arrangement made by Sir Charles 
Tupper wiUi the British Columbians, we 
are unable to speak with any degree of 
[jositiveneHs on the subject. But wo may 
flay that any aclienu: \vliiLli will prevent 
the local gcivcrnment from alienating tho 
public lands; which will open up a rich 
territory ; whicii will satisfy the population 
of the Island, and which may aid in de- 
veloping tho country at the western end 
of tno Pacific railway — will deserve to 
have the closest attention and the most 
favorable cun.sideratiou of tlie public. 

Quoen ahariotto Anthracito Goal. 

Messrs. Fawcett, Deans and Robinson 
loft this morning by tlie steamer Otter for 
the Skidegate anthracite coal mine, Queen 
Charlotte L^lands. They expect to be 
gone till the last of next umnili or the be- 
ginning of November, about which time 
tho etoamor Princess Louiso will make a 
trip north and take tliom on board.
